COLORADO SANDSTONE,

If the Fort Colline sandatons is a
good, substantial, dorable paving wa.
torial, and can be laid down in Omaha
on a eomerete foundation st a reasonable
cobt, Ture Ben ia in favor of the Fort
Collina samdstone. Let that be under.
stood from the outset, Wa lave no in-
terest, primary or otherwise, in any
pavoment that is making for recognition,
What ‘we do wank, and what our citizens
want,i is to see this city profit by the
mistakes of other cities, All experience
showa that the best pavement is the
cheapest. If Fort Colline pavement is
better than aaphalt or Sioux Falls jasper,
we want to know it. We shall then ad.
vocate Colorado stone as the best paving
material for Omaha.

But up to the present time no offort
has been made to ahow the value of the
Colorado sandstone as a paving mBterial.
We have seen no statement of ita hard.
ness or its oapacity to withstand the se-
tion of water or of ita power of resistance
to the atmosphere and frosts. Throee or
four nelected specimens of the stone were
brought to Omaha and a piece a foot
square was submitted to the inspection of
the board of public works. Upon this
kind of an examination two out of three
of ita members voted to pave the busi-
ness section of Omaha with Colorado
sandatone,

The experience of other large cities
has shown that only one class of sand-
stone is stitable for strect paving., That
in the Medina Ohio stone. It is close
grained, compact, with no lines of cleve-
age, and showing an absence of layers of
stratification. More than ‘this it
absorbs  water very alightly. For
these  reasons  Medine  sandstone
withatands wear and air and water almost
an weoll as granite, and has proved an
excellent materinl for pavements. How
is it with the stone which has beon foisted
upon Omaha by the methods of the ward
politician in order to increase the traffie
of the Union Pacific and' enrich a stone
ring. among ita officials. Not one soin-
tilla of evidence has been produced to
show that it will meet the requirements
of tho specifications which call for sand-
stone. No testimony of engineers has
been adduewd, no arguments from-the
gxpoerience of other citios has been ad-
vanced, In the absence of all informa-
tion, the Board of Pupblie. Works has
taken the first step towards saddling the
entire bisiness portion of Omaha outside
of its three muin streéls with a pavement
about which neigheethey nor bur citizens
know anything, ]
It is againkt this snap action that Tae
Dek enters its- earnest protest. 1t calls
upon the city eouncil to demand tests
and a trial of the Fort Colling atone be-
fore compelling our citizens to submit to
what may prove a costly experiment with
a usoless paving material. If the sand.
stone contractors’ are not afraid to sub.
‘mit thelr material to inspection let them
lay down a few square yards of tiwo blocks
side by side with the Bioux Falls stone.
There are menin Omaha who gasert that
it will not stand the blows of a common
paving haunner, auch less the wear and
toar of heavy travel, and engincers out-
side of the city officials who seriously in-
gist that so faras durability add eapabili-
ty of resistance to air and water it ia
unfit oven for curbing and guttering our
stroets, Lot the test bo made. We
shall then be able to find out whether a
new and valuable paving materinl has
bgen discovered in Fort Collins sandstone

Munar Hawsten's paper givos the fol-
lowing biography of Judge Hoadly, who
runs an excellent chance of succeeding
Charley Foster'as governor of Ohio, un-
der Democratic. auspices: The Hon,
Georgo Hoadly is a native Yankee, born
in New Haven, Conn., July 181, 1826,
His fathor was at one time mayor of that
city, but emigrated west, where George
grow up with the country in. Cleveland,
Ohio, and received his elementary educa-
tion. He graduated in the Weatern
Reserve College, Hudson, 0., in 1844,
He read law one year in the Law
School of Cambridge, Mass., came to Cin-
cinnati and entered the law office of
Ohnse & Ball in 1848, and was admitted
to the bar August, 1847, In 1849 ho was
admitted to partnership in that firm,
He was elocted by the legislature in 1861
to the judgeship of the superior court of
Cincinnati for the residue of the term to
which that court had been limited by the
constitutional convention, He was city
policitor in 1866 and in 1807 succeeded
Judge Gholson on the bench of the new
superior court. He declined a seat on
the supremo bench in 18566, offerod by
Governor Chase, and the same honor in
1862, offered by Governor Tod, He was
re-elected to the superior court in 1864,
but resigned in 1806 to establish the law
firm of which he is still the head, He
was an active, prominent moember of
the constitutional convention of 1873-4
and devoted eight months of his valuable
time to that unfruitful service. All.huugh
a hard worker in his profession, he
has found time to teach law in. the law
school, to serve as trustee in the Cinein-
nati university, and in other ways to pro-
mote the progress of arts and sciences in
this ecity. His identification with the
fortheoming Cincinnati museum and the
West endowment may be instanced in
proof. He was one of the counsel who
succensfully resisted the effort to edmpel
the reading of the Bible in the public
sghools.  Hoadly originally was a demo-
orut, but on aceount of slavery found his
wiy naturally into the republicart party,
with which he remained until the close of
Grant's first torm es  president of the
United States.

We heard some time ago from a Wil-
mingtonian a story that is 8o creditable to
Grant that we w1l give it. 'We had
heard it before, but not in a shape caleu-
lated to ﬂi\'o us confidence in its authen-
ticity. ut ns we last heard it, und be-
cause of the circumstantiality attending
it, we may no longer digcredit it.
